FIRST ARMY TROOPS 
BUTTRESSED BY TANKS 
AND ARTILLERY

U. S. First army troops buttress- 


ed by tanks and artillery charged 
through snow to within 2 1-2 miles 
of the Roer river stronghold of 
Duren today, thrusting ahead more 
than a mile at one point, and seiz- 
ing two more towns. 
Lt. Gen. Courtney Hodges' men 


slowly wore rolling the 
Germans 


back upon the Roer along a 10-mile 
front covered by a half foot of 
enow. 
They took 
Dhorn 
three 


miles west and Echtz 2 1-2 miles 
northwest of Duren, fought Into the 
outskirts of Merken, and battled 
in the streets of Pier at the up- 
1per end of their assault arc. 


In tremendous aerial support, 1,- 


600 heavy U. S. bombers ripped at 
targets along a rail line feeding 
German supplies and men to the 
Western front.. 
Berlin reported 


bombers striking toward the Reich 
from Italy as well. 


Along the Third army front, new 


German assaults were 
smashed 


back in the Siegfried line at Dil- 
llngen and 
Saarlautern. 
There 


were houte-to-house struggles In 
both steel towns and In Roden and 
Fraulautern. 


U. S. Seventh army troops had 


battled Into Hagv.enau, last Im- 
portant German base In Northern 
Alsace. 
French First army men 


pushed retreating Germans toward 
tho Rhine after seizing Thann, 10 
miles northwest of Mulhouse. 
Close In On Budapest. 


ussians were closing an aro on 


Budapest, deserted by the Puppet 
Hungarian 
cabinet. 
The Soviets 


fought forward from positions sev- 
en miles north, five miles south, 
and three mile* east of the great

rounded by Red forces which aro 
close to the outskirts.

controlled government has fled to 
Austria/ On the nortn the Musco- 
vites have smashed up to the neigh- 
boring Czechoslovakia border, and 
are heading along the valley of the 
Danube towards 
Vienna. 
South- 


west of Budapest they'ro reached 
the famous Lake B/ilaton, a mighty 
finger of water fifty miles long 
and ton miles wide—which forms 
a natural defense for Austria, bar- 
ring large gaps at cither end. 


Lake Balaton Is something to 


conjure with. It long has provid- 
ed Europe's military leaders with 
material for strategic speculation, 
since it's an obvious slto for ma- 
jor conflict. It's a position which 
one would expect the Germans to 
defend to the utmost 
of 
their 


strength and we therefore 
are 


likely to aee a great battle devel- 
op there.
